Even though so much has been 
done to eradicate 
the 
mosquito 
which carries m alaria 
and even 
though some public health officers 
have predicted that by 1940 m a­ 
laria will be alm ost elim inated in 
the United States, chronic suffer­ 
ers as well as other persons 
are 
still afflicted with the disease and 
the death rate is still rather high. 
A great deal of 
progress 
has 
been made, of course, since 
the 
tim e when m alaria was consider­ 
ed 
the 
country’s 
most 
serious 
health 
problem, 
for 
intelligent 
leaders have been active in educa­ 
tion people and in draining prom ­ 
inent breeding places for mosqui­ 
toes. 
Screening 
and netting for 
use over beds have been furnish­ 
ed 
num erous 
ruralists, 
and 
many common superstitutions have 
been proved false since microbe 
hunters first 
learned 
the 
only 
m anner in which m alaria is car­ 
ried from one person to another 
and the particular kind of mos­ 
quito that transports the disease. 
The two men 
who 
discovered 
these things, Roland Ross, an Eng­ 
lish officer in the medical service of 
India, and Battista Grassi, a dis- 
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were them selves forced to over­ 
come superstitption and common 
belief before they found the tru th 
very near the end 
of the 
nine­ 
teenth century, when throughout 
Europe and the United Etates m en 
were busy tracking down and elim ­ 
inating 
the 
causes 
of 
disease. 
Their story is fully told by Paul 
De K ruif in his fascinating and il- 
lium inating “Microbe H unters”. 
De K ruif, 
who was bom in a 
Dutch settlem ent in southw estern 
Michigan in 1890, was educated 
at the U niversity 
of 
Michigan, 
where, as a bacteriologist 
from 
1912 until 1917, he won interna­ 
tional 
recognition 
among 
col­ 
leagues for his research work. For 
two years after the close of 
the 
world war, in which he served as 
a lieutenant and then as a captain 
in the sanitary corps, he worked as 
a patorologist in the Rockefeller 
Institute. 
He 
collaborated 
w ith 
Sinclair Lewis for the production 
of “A rrow sm ith” and since 
1922 
has been engaged in w riting non­ 
fiction best sellers and articles by 
which he has popularized know ­ 
ledge of the science of medicine. 
Though for the most part Ron­ 
ald Ross showed little interest in 
medicine during the early part of 
his 
life, 
preferring 
instead 
to 
compose music or 
to 
w rite epic 
dram a and poetry and fiction, all 
of it worthless, and 
though 
al­ 
ways he was erratic, ill-satisfied 
with his surroundings and some­ 
times petulant and 
indolent, 
he 
managed to discover very im port­ 
ant facts concerning malaria. Born 
in India, he was sent to England 
when he was ten years old and for 
a time studied medicine, but when 
he failed to pass his exam inations 
and was threatened with a cessa­ 
tion of his allowance by his fath­ 
er after he had published 
some 
creative work at his own expense, 
Ross secured a job as ship’s doc­ 
tor on 
the 
Anchor 
Line 
be­ 
tween London and New York, and 
later completed tests for the In­ 
dian Medical service. 
He 
intensely 
disliked 
India, 
chiefly because of the heat, 
but 
found that little 
time 
was 
re­ 
quired for his practice and 
con­ 
sequently much more for his own 
interests. 
Still, 
after 
his 
first 
furlough in England, 
where 
he 
was m arried, he started to 
use 
his 
microscope to exam ine 
the 
blood of 
Hindus 
suffering from 
m alaria. 
Knowing that the 
m a­ 
laria microbe had been discovered 
in 1880 by a Frenchm an, Laveran, 
Ross tried 
in 
various 
original 
methods 
to 
find the germ. 
He 
looked in vain 
in 
samples 
of 
blood which he obtained, and de­ 
ciding that Laveran was m istaken 
and that there really was no germ 
of m alaria, he wrote four papers 
in which he attem pted to 
prove 
that m alaria was caused by 
in­ 
testinal disturbances. 
When he was 36 years old Ross 
returned to London, determ ined to 
forsake medicine and science. But 
then he met Patrick Manson, 
an 
English doctor who had found that 
mosquitoes can suck worms from 
the blood of Chinamen and that 
the worms were capable of

Unsuccessful experi­ 
m ents and setbacks vastly discour­ 
aged him until he wrote to M an­ 
son for advice. 
“Let 
mosquitoes 
bite people sick 
with 
m alaria”, 
Manson answered, “then put those 
mosquitoes in a bottle 
of w ater 
and let them lay eggs and hatch 
out grubs. 
Then give that 
mos- 
quito-w ater to people to drink.” 
So Ross made a mosquito soup 
and fed it to his servant. Nothing 
happened. 
He tried again with 
the same lack of success. He be­ 
came 
discouraged 
and 
wrote 
poems and tended to his ordinary 
patients. 
He was almost ready to 
give up. Then two years later, 'n 
1897, 
he 
found 
a 
new 
kind 
of mosquito which he designated 
sim ply as brown and put several 
of the species under a net 
with 
one of his m alaria patients, who 
was paid a few cents for each suck 
by each mosquito. 
He began 
to 
exam ine the stomachs of his mos­ 
quitoes, cutting into

He could discover 
nothing.

of his patient, Ross found a clus­ 
ter of small black granules.

“The rest of the history of Sola's

We climb the low broad stair­ 
way slowly—pausing

In the entrance pavilion above we 
see the wonderful series of paint­ 
ings by H. O. Walker, depiciting 
lyric poetry, and the poet’s boys: 
Emerson's;

“Comus”, Slu kespeare’s “Adonis”, 


Keats’, “Endymion”, Tennyson’s, 
Ganymede”. 
In the south corridor are “The 
Greek Heroes”, painted by Wal­ 
ter McEwen. There are nine pic­ 
tures having for their themes the 
Greek myths of “Paris”, “Jason”, 
“Bellerophou”, “Orpheus”, “Per­

Prometheus”, 
“Theseus”,

among 
col­ 
leagues for his research work. For 
1 two years after the close of

world war, in which he served as 
a lieutenant and then as a captain 
in the sanitary corps, he worked as 
! a patorologist in the Rockefeller 
Institute. 
He 
collaborated 
with 
I Sinclair Lewis for the production 
, of “Arrowsm ith” and 
since 
1922 
! has been engaged in writing non­ 
fiction best sellers and articles by 
which he has popularized know­ 
ledge of the science of medicine. 
Though for the most part Ron­ 
ald Ross showed little interest in 
m edicine during the early part of 
his 
life, 
preferring 
instead 
to 
com pose music or 
to 
w rite epic 
drama and poetry and fiction, all 
of it worthless, and 
though 
al­ 
ways he was erratic, ill-satisfied 
with his surroundings and som e­ 
tim es petulant and 
indolent, 
he 
managed to discover very import­ 
ant facts concerning malaria. Born 
in India, he was sent to England 
when he was ten years old and for 
a tim e studied m edicine, but when 
he failed to pass his exam inations 
and was threatened with a cessa­

Ross secured a job as ship’s doc- 
I tor on

| in 1880 by a Frenchman. Laveran, 
Ross tried

and that there really w as no germ 
j of malaria, he wrote four papers

But 
then he met Patrick Manson,
